Only your corre 
spondent himself—or berself—can read 
the real message, and that by placing 
on the card a blank card cut in exactly 
the same way as your own.—Pearson's 
Weekly.

The'name was given to tbe great 
salt lake because nothing could live Id 
its waters.-.Owing’ to tbe density of the 
water fish eannot sink in it. ajid they 
could not live if they did. as some o’ 
the salts are powerful antiseptics, 
which means that they are fatal to any 
form of life. There is about 3 per cent 
■of chloride of lime in the Dead sea. 
About half the salt in the Dead sea is 
•chloride of magnesium, whereas near¬ 
ly all the salt in the ocean is just com¬ 
mon table salt.—New York Sun.
